Tests of Blood of the Two Victims 


Reveals Deadly Gat From Coal Stove 


In Eloaser Home. 


Cumberland, Md., Feb. 14.—Carbon 
monoxide (coal gas) poisoning killed 
Grate Elosser and Charles E. Twigg, 
who were found dead in the parlor of 
the Elosser home on Dec. 31, the day 
before they were to be married, ac­ 
cording to the reports of two chemists 
who tested the blood of the two vic­ 
tims. 
Heretofore 
the 
authorities 
have 
maintained that the couple met their 
death by cyanide of potassium, the 
coroner’s Jury rendering a verdict to 
that effect. 
The reports of Dr. Charles Glaser, 
of Baltimore, and Dr. R. L. Lynch, 
chief chemist of the health depart­ 
ment of the District of Columbia, the 
chemists employed by State's Attorney 
Robb, were made public. 
The reports are against the theory 
of cyanide poisoning and agree that 
death in each instance came from 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 
Carbon monoxide is a gas supposed 
to have been given ofT by a stove in 
the Elosser parlor. Dr. Glaser's report 
is at great length, while Dr. Lynch s 
came by telegram and says samples 
show the presence of carbon monox­ 
ide, and that death was undoubtedly 
due to carbon monoxide poisoning. 
The tests were made by the two 
chemists independently, and their re 
ports agree. 
Mr. Robb says: 
"Dr. 
Lynch had received a sample of the 
Elosser blood before 
receiving the 
Twigg, and had reported 
that 
the 
sample 
which he received did not 
show carbon monoxide, and asked for 
another sample of the Elosser blood, 
and stated that he was of the opinion 
that the first sample which had been 
sent to him had be com e contaminat­ 
ed while in transit, as the seal had 
been loosened. 
"His report was made on the one 
sample of the Twigg blood and the 
second sample of the Elosser blood. 
The facts in the case. as I see them 
at this time, without having any evi 
donee to Justify the belief that any 
particuiai person caused the deaths 
of these parties, are that two per­ 
sons were found dead in a room in 
which a stove with defective fines 
was at the time; that afterwards two 
inmates 
were 
placed in the same 
room, the stove lighted and the doors 
closed, and died. Such eminent scien­ 
tists as Dr. (Baser and Dr. Lynch say 
that carbon monoxide gas existed in 
the blood of the two parties who died 
in the room to such an extent as to 
cause death.” 
Mr. Robb, after chemists had ad 
vised him that carbon monoxide would 
show in the blood within eighteen 
months after the deaths of the par­ 
ties. had the bodies of Twigg and 
Miss Elosser exhumed and samples 
of the blood secured for the tests. 
Many person* refuse to accept the 
carbon monoxide theory, especially at 
Keyser, Twiggs home. 
They think 
there he wa* foully murdered. 
A chemist some time ago made a 
statement that he found cyanide in 
such quantities in the stomachs as to 
lead him to conclude It must have 
l**t*n administered, as it was too pro­ 
nounced to have been generated In 
the digestive process. 
Cartwjn 
monoxide Is a poisonous 
gas generated by the imperfect com­ 
bustion of coal, and its presence Is In­ 
dicated by the blue flame which may 
often be seen 
hovering 
alleve tho 
burning fuel. 
It Is extremely danger­ 
ous to life.

Republicans who voted against 
displacing the regular order are not 
expected to place them selves on rec­ 
ord against reciprocity at a Anal vote 
Mr. McCall, of M assachusetts, will 
handle the tim e for debate in favor 
of the hill, and Mr. Dalzell, of Penn 
Sylvania, will serve in like capa* it> 
lur the opposition. 
The hill Is first being considered as 
in com m ittee of the whole house on 
the state of the union. All hills allect 
Ing the revenues are thus considered 
Speaker Cannon called Representative 
Mann, of Illinois, to the chair to pre 
side over the com m ittee during the 
consideration of the measure.

eral Soldiers Near Mulata. 


W ashington, Feb. 14.- The United 
States government has taken up with 
Mexico the question of protecting the 
dike which Is being built along the 
Colorado river in Mexico in order to 
control that stream. 
W hether It will be necessary to send 
A meric an troops Into Mexican terrl 
tory for this purpose has not yet beeu 
determ ined 
Both governments, It la said, are 
co-operating in an effort to see that 
the dike is protected from all harm In 
tonne* Hon with the revolution. The 
structure is an American undertaking 
and is tieing built with the consent of 
Mexico for the purpose cif preventing 
floods in the Colorado river and con 
sequent great dam age in the Imperial 
valley of California. 
The work is being prosecuted un­ 
der an appropriation 
of 
11,000,900 
made by congress at its last session 
The dike has progressed to such a 
point that It is now deflecting the 
course of the river, which is ifs pur- 
l*ose, and any Interference at the pres­ 
ent moment would he extrem ely dan 
gerous 
American troops will 
be 
massed 
along the Mexican 
border opposite 
Mexicali, which has been captured by 
the insurrectoa, In order to see that 
the Intrests of the United States are 
protected aud Its neutrality preserved. 
The war departm ent hag Instructed 
General Bliss, com m ander of the de­ 
partm ent of California, to protect ade­ 
quately that part of the frontier. 
The m atter of most concern to the 
American governm ent in the locality 
of Mexicali is the dam which Is lce.ng 
built to control the w aters of the Col­ 
orado river for the protection of the 
Imperial valley of California. Events 
in that q u arte r will be closely watc h 
ed to see that the engineering work Is 
not interfered with in the game of 
war.

The other day tin* w riter had oppor­ 
tunity to glean a few facts from a 
northern corn belt farm er w ho the 
past season had forty ueres in la»ets 
and who realizes th e a na til ut of a tte n ­ 
tion w hich a la»et patch of the size 
requires. 
It Is but fair to say th at he 
had his nerve w ith him w hen he tac- 
kled so large a proposition. 
W e found 
th a t of this trac t som e land w as too 
low aud wet to give satisfactory re­ 
sults, w hile th e highest land in th e 
forty acres w as so light and dry th at 
a very poor stand of lo*ets w as the re­ 
sult. 
Tn spite of these draw backs he 
fouud on “su g arin g ” off a fte r the la it 
ton of beets w as aboard the cars th a t 
he had netted $IXH> on the y ea r’s crop, 
or a net retu rn per acre of $22.50. 
W hile hard to determ ine in term s of 
dollars and cents, It is fair to say th a t 
the excellent tilth in w hich the field 
w as left as a result of grow ing the 
beets w as of considerable value, w hile 
It should also be add**d that the beet 
tops which w ere fed th e dairy cows 
caused them to nearly double in th H r 
flow of milk a fte r the topping season 
•tarted . 
Next season this sam e m an 
will select his la*et laud m ore careful 
ly, will eith er file or cu t out the low 
acres aud 
not 
plant seed on 
land 
which Is too dry, and he thinks by fol­ 
lowing this plan th at he can raise aa 
m any beets and m ake ju st as m uch 
money off ubout tw enty acres, 
Homa 
points in this farm er’s experience may 
well be taken Into account by this*# 
planning to grow beets next season 
fo r th e first tim e
